Te E great and inexpreſhihle tronble and diſtrattion I have 
been under fince 1 came into trouble, efpecially ſince my 
cloſe Confinement in' Newgate, hath fo broken my Realon, that 
for many weeks laſt paſt, till the day my Sentence was paſſed, 
I have not had avy compoſure of mind, arid have been under 
the greateſt tranble'-imaginable :: Since my: deareſt Wife bath 
bad the favour : granted ' her of coming to me, I aty at preſent, 
under great compoſedneſs of mind, through the infinite goodneſs 
of the Lord, As to what I ſtand Ontlawed' for, and an. now: 
lefitenced to Dye, I can with comfort appeal to the great God,

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before whoſe Tribunal Iam to appear, that what I did was in the 
fimplicity of my, heart, without ſeeking any private advantage to 
my ſelf, but thinking it my Duty to hazard my Life for the pre- 
ſervation of the Proteſtant Religion and Engliſh Liberties, which [ 
thought invaded, and both in great danger of being loſt. As to the 
- deſign of Aſſaſſinating the late King, or his preſent Majeſty, it al- 
ways was a thing highly againſt my Jadgmeat, and which I always 
deteſted ; and I was never 1n the leaſt concerned in it, neither in 
Purſe nor Perſon, nor never knew of any Arms bought for that In- 
tent, nor did I believe there was' any ſuch delign, nor ever heard 
of any diſappointment in ſuch an Aﬀair, or Arms, .or Time or 
Place,. ſave what after the diſcovery of the General defign, Mr. 
Weſt ſpoke of, as to Arms bought by him : And as to my ſelf, I was 
in the North when the late King was at New-market, and the firſt ' 
- news I had of the Fire,was at Beverly in Yorkſhire. As to my coming 
over with the late Duke of Afonmouth, it was in proſecution of the 
ſameends ; but the Lord in his holy and wiſe Providence hath been 
pleaſed to blaſt all our undertakings ; tho there ſeemed to be a . 
very unanimous and zealous ſpirit in all thoſe that came from be- 
yond the Seas : And as to the Duke of Monmouth's: being declared 
King, I was wholly paſlive.in it, I never having been preſent at any 
publick Debate of that affair, and ſhould never hos adviſed it, but 
complained of it to Coll. Holms and Captain Patcher. T believe 
the Lord Gray and Mr. F— the chief Promoters of it. As to the 
Temptation of being an Evidence,and bringing either into trouble 
or danger any the meaneſt Perſon of his Life, upon the Account 
for which I ſuffer, I always abhorred and deteſted the thoughts 
of it, both when in and qut of danger, atd adviſed ſome very 
ſtrongly againſt -it; except when under my diſtraCtions in Priſon, 
hat, amongh. other temptations did vislently aſſault -me ; ' but 
throng the goodneſs of my deareſt God and Father, I was pre- 
| ſerved from. it, and indeed was wholly incapable,.and could never 


receive the leaſt ſhadow of comfort. from ir, but thought Death 
more eligible, and was ſome, time afore, out of my diſtrafted and 
diſquieted condition, wholly free from it ; ths not withoutother 
Temptations far more Criminal inthe ſight of men. 1I bleſs the 
Father of all mercies, and Gad of al! Conſolations,- that -I find a
